Mr. Chairman  and  Members, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
the  Health  Department  in  19 66. 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  in  replacing  the  two  public  health 
inspectors  who  had  resigned  the  previous  year  and  the  priority 
given  to  meat  inspection  since  100%  inspection  was  introduced  in 
1963,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors'  time  was  mainly  devoted  to  the 
investigation  of  nuisances. 

Little  time  was  available  for  the  routine  inspection  of  food 
premises,  housing  and  for  milk  sampling.  No  progress  was  made  with 
inspections  under  the  Offices  and  Shops  Act. 

The  Vital  Statistics  and  small  number  of  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  reported  indicate  that  in  general  the  health  of  the  town 
continues  to  be  satisfactory,  the  death  rate  being  below  and  the  birth 
rate  above  the  national  rates. 

I  should  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Council  and  staff  of 
the  Health  Department  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

A.  -  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOT  ARP  FOOD  PREMISES, 
(i)  SLAUGHTERING , 


Slaughtering  facilities  were  provided  at  three  premises; - 

1.  Bowyers  (Wiltshire)  Limited. 

2.  Case  and  Sons  Limited. 

3.  W.E. Summers. 

The  first-named  is  a  modern  installation.  Fully  mechanised, 
slaughtering  at  a  rate  of  105  pigs  per  hour.  -The  hours  of 
operation  were  between  7*00  a.m.  and  1.00  p.m. 

Case  and  Sons  Limited  operate  a  part -mechanised  system, 
slaughtering  an  average  of  40  pigs  per  hour.  Hours  of 
slaughter  varied  according  to  the  day  of  the  week  between  7*00  a.m. 
and  5.00  p.m. 

Slaughtering  (mainly  calves)  at  W.E. Summers  was  carried  out 
between  the  hours  of  4*G0  p.m.  and  7 *00  p.m.  and  on  Saturdays 
between  8.00  a.m.  and  11.00  a.m. 


With  the  exception  of  a  few  casualties  no  slaughtering  was 
done  on  Sundays. 

Twenty-five  slaughtermen  were  licensed  under  the  Slaughter 

of  Animals  Act.  1958.  ^  „ 

(ii)  INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Three  Authorised  Meat  Inspectors  were  employed  throughout 
the  year.  In  addition  it  was  necessary  for  a  Public  Health 
Inspector  to  spend  a  portion  of  each  day  on  meat  inspection. 
Because  of  staff  shortage  it  was  virtually  impossible  to  take 
any  leave  during  the  first  five  months  of  the  year  and  I 
applaud  those  of  my  staff  who  continued  at  work  when  not  fit 
to  do  so. 


A  number  of  complaints  were  received  concerning  foodstuffs. 
No  Court  proceedings  were  taken.
